Over  the  years  I  have  found  that  a 
lazy  person  like  myself,  who  makes  a 
living  by  his  wits,  tends  to  rely  heavily 
on  a  memory  sharpened  and  clarified 
by  this  necessity.  Clues  from  memory 
save  a  lot  of  work.  Last  May  a  Colum- 
bia student  waylayed  me  at  the  end  of 
one  of  my  classes.  "I  get  your  'ipso 
facto,'  "  he  said,  "and  I  think  I  under- 
stand 'nemo  dat  quod  non  habet ' ,  but 
would  you  mind  explaining  'mutatis 
mutandis'  to  me"?  Flattered,  I  enlarged 
on  my  little  pedantry.  But  I  didn't 
think  it  necessary  to  tell  the  boy  that  I 
heard  all  these  expressions  in  my  fresh- 
man year  at  Boston  College,  and  that 
the  tags  come  in  handy  whenever  I 
want  to  add  a  flourish  to  a  bit  of  rhe- 
toric. Earlier  that  Spring  I  found  my- 
self a  member  of  a  Ph.D.  examining 
committee  at  a  defense  of  a  dissertation 
on  James  Joyce.  Something  came  up 
about  Ulysses  and  someone  wanted  an 
example  of  Homer's  onomatopoeia.  I 
threw  in  the  line  about  Polyphemus 
heaving  the  mountain  peak  after  Odys- 
seus so  that  the  sea  surged  beneath  the 
stone  as  it  fell: 

Ekjusthe  de  thalassa  \aterkomenes 
hupo  pet  res. 


Joe  Brennan  graduated  magna  cum  laude  in  the  class  of  1933.  As 
an  undergraduate  at  the  Heights,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Musical 
Clubs,  Marquette  and  Fulton  Debating  Societies,  and  in  his  senior  year 
editor  of  the  Stylus.  After  taking  his  A.M.  from  Harvard  in  193  5,  Joe 
taught  philosophy  at  the  College  of  New  Rochelle.  Columbia  gave 
him  a  Ph.D.  in  1942.  After  the  Second  World  War,  in  which  he  served 
overseas  as  a  Navy  lieutenant,  he  joined  the  faculty  of  Barnard  College, 
Columbia  University,  where  he  has  been  for  some  years  Professor  of 
Philosophy  and  Chairman  of  Department.  He  has  written  four  books, 
of  which  his  latest,  Three  Philosophical  Novelists  (Macmillan  '64) 
concerns  his  favorite  scholarly  interest  —  the  relation  between  philoso- 
phy and  literature.  Reviewing  the  book  last  May  in  the  Saturday  Re- 
view, Leon  Edel,  biographer  of  Henry  James,  said  of  Joe  —  "He  reads 
his  texts  with  a  freshness  and  an  alertness  that  he  communicates  to  us 
...  he  traces  ideas  back  to  their  roots  with  a  cheerful  historical  au- 
thority and  finality.  In  this  respect  there  is  a  distinct  affinity  between 
him  and  his  Harvard  contemporary  on  the  literary  side  of  the  fence, 
Harry  Levin." 

Joe  lives  with  his  family  of  six  in  Bethpage,  Long  Island.  He  writes 
"I  find  it  hard  to  write  anything  formal  about  the  philosophy  or  theory 
of  education.  But  this  irreverent  little  memoir  about  my  days  at  Bos- 
ton College,  and  in  Boston  of  the  depression  immediately  after  my 
graduation  in  '33,  has  a  serious  core." 


Afterwards  Gilbert  Highet,  also  on 
the  committee,  asked  me  how  I  hap- 
pened to  remember  that  particular  line. 
I  made  a  joke  of  it,  but  should  have 
told  him  that  the  line  came  right  out 
of  my  class  in  junior  Greek  at  the 
Heights.  One  more  example.  In  April 
I  was  going  over  a  bit  of  Aristotle's 
Nicomachean  Ethics  with  some  Barnard 
girls,  and  (Lord  knows  how)  the  ques- 
tion of  the  Greek  attitude  toward 
modesty  in  dress  came  up.  A  beautiful 
illustration  struck  me,  and  I  passed  it 
on  to  the  girls.  It  was  Iphigenia  under 
Agamemnon's  sacrificial  knife,  drawing 
the  folds  of  her  dress  decently  about  her 
as  she  fell.  Was  the  example  the  fruit 
of  some  scholarly  research  on  my  part? 
Not  at  all.  I  simply  heard  once  more 
the  voice  of  Father  Stephen  Mulcahey 
(he  died  in  the  Shadowbrook  fire) 
commenting  on  Aeschylus'  text  in 
Sophomore  year. 

In  those  days  —  not  quite  a  hundred 
years  ago  —  the  College  curriculum  for 
aspiring  bachelors  of  art  was  severely 
classical.  No  electives  —  not  for  me 
anyway,  until  senior  year.  Latin,  Greek, 
and  English  literature  in  freshman 
year  —  ("Poetry  is  the  expression  of  a 
noble  emotion")  —  Latin,  Greek,  and 
Rhetoric  in  Sophomore,  plus  a  required 
science.  Junior  and  Senior  years  were 
dominated  by  Philosophy,  which  left 
only  a  little  room  for  History  and  a 
modern  language.  Old-fashioned  ?  May- 
be.   The  curriculum  is  quite  changed 


now,  I  understand,  like  the  Heights 
campus  itself.  But  the  old  ratio  suited 
me.  I've  been  living  off  it  ever  since. 

The  classical  rigor  of  the  early  'thirties 
at  Boston  College  was  relieved  by  the 
most  wonderful  opportunities  for  co- 
curricular  (we  said  "extra-")  activities. 
Take  the  orchestra  and  Glee  Club. 
Saturday  nights  winter  and  spring 
found  us  touring  Lowell,  Fall  River, 
Framingham,  Weston,  New  Bedford. 
After  the  last  notes  of  Ketelby's  "In  a 
Persian  Marketplace"  or  Oley  Speaks' 
"Morning"  had  their  dying  fall,  there 
would  be  a  dance  in  whatever  hall  the 
concert  was  given.  Local  girls  would 
appear,  real  girls  in  evening  gowns 
and  Bourjois  perfume  to  dance  with 
us.  Once  we  gave  a  concert  at  Sacred 
Heart  (now  Newton  College)  and 
Giannelli,  our  xylophonist,  soloed  with 
"Kitten  on  the  Keys."  Afterwards, 
over  punch  and  cookies,  I  asked  an 
elderly  nun  what  piece  we  had  played, 
she  liked  best.  With  some  embarrass- 
ment she  said  she  liked  the  xylophone 
piece.  "But,"  she  added  anxiously,  "It 
was  so  worldlyV 

Apart  from  football  in  those  days,  the 
most  prestigeful  student  activities  were 
the  debating  societies.  Many  boys  who 
later  became  fine  teachers,  preachers, 
lawyers  and  judges,  had  their  first  ex- 
perience in  public  argument  as  tuxedoed 
representatives  of  the  Marquette  or 
Fulton  forensic  clubs.  The  high  point 
of  the  debating  season  was  the  Boston 


College-Harvard  clash,  which  then  drew 
an  audience  of  literally  thousands  to 
Symphony  Hall.  Tense  drama  marked 
these  contests.  I  remember  the  moment 
when  one  of  the  Harvard  debaters, 
maddened  by  the  effect  of  a  powerful 
syllogism  detonated  under  him  by  John 
Wright  (now  Bishop  Wright,  of  Pitts- 
burgh) so  far  forgot  himself  as  to  utter 
from  the  public  platform  the  word 
"lousy."  There  was  a  shocked  gasp 
from  the  audience,  the  unhappy  Har- 
vard boy  hung  his  head,  and  a  few 
minutes  later  the  judges  turned  in  a 
unanimous  verdict  for  Boston  College. 
But  the  Stylus  was  the  darling  thing. 
We  had  excellent  contributors.  Connie 
Dalton  and  Herb  Kenney  were  to  be- 
come well-known  Boston  newspaper- 
men. Louis  Mercier,  who  wrote  short 
stories  for  us,  turned  into  an  editor  of 
Holiday.  Frank  Maguire  and  Steve 
Fleming  wrote  fine  poetry.  Jim  Con- 
nolly did  an  essay  on  Galsworthy. 
Charlie  Donovan  (now  Father  Dono- 
van, Academic  Vice  President)  wrote  a 
piece  on  Newman's  prose  rhythm.  The 
hard-core  members  of  the  Stylus  clan 
were  enemies  of  Philistinism;  our 
mission  was  to  shock  whatever  bour- 
geoisie there  may  have  been  about.  We 
threw  the  Gothic  format  of  the  old 
Stylus,  substituting  a  jazzed  up  version 
of  our  own  with  lots  of  lower  case  and 
sans-serif  type.  We  extolled  Symbolist 
poetry,  T.  S.  Eliot,  blues,  J-K  Huys- 
mans,  Henri  Gheon,  Elinor  Wylie,  and 


Eugene  O'Neill.  Our  moderator,  the 
late  Father  Dave  Twomey,  did  not 
touch  a  line  by  any  of  us,  although  he 
shook  his  curly  head  over  what  some  of 
the  patres  graviores  might  think  of  such 
arty  caperings.  The  Fathers  did  not 
mind  a  bit.  The  Stylus  carried  on  a 
fierce  running  battle  with  the  Heights, 
the  undergraduate  newspaper  whose 
editor  and  staff  we  regarded  as  little 
better  than  Neanderthals  in  matters  of 
belles-lettres.  In  turn,  the  Heights  staff 
looked  down  on  the  Stylus  editors  as  a 
pseudo-sophisticated  clique  of  intellec- 
tual snobs. 

When  the  Abbey  Players  from  Dublin 
arrived  in  Boston  with  Barry  Fitzgerald 
to  play  in  Juno  and  the  Paycoc\  and 
other  Abbey  pieces,  the  Heights  took  it 
upon  itself  to  condemn  play  and  players 
alike.  "Rotten  meat  to  flies!"  thundered 
the  Heights.  "We  have  our  own 
troubles  with  our  own  O'Neills  and 
Dreisers.  And  when  we  find  ourselves 
paying  court  to  a  prominent  invader 
who  jeopardizes  his  position  by  hand- 
ing out  an  Irish  version  of  the  same 
depressing  balderdash  it  is  tantamount 
to  heaping  coals."  Metaphors  blazing, 
the  Heights  closed  in  to  demolish 
Synge,  O'Casey,  "A.  E."  and  Willie 
Yeats.  In  reply  the  Stylus  poured  out 
its  vials  of  withering  scorn  on  the 
brutish  Heights.  This,  we  said,  was 
worse  than  ignorance;  it  was  hooligan- 
ism! Father  Paul  de  Mangeleere,  our 
professor  of  French,  chuckled  in  his 
beard  at  these  youthful  debates  on  mat- 
ters of  art  and  taste,  and  cheered  both 
sides  on  —  until  one  day  the  Heights 
gleefully  printed  a  letter  assailing  the 
Stylus  for  high-hattishly  espousing  the 
cause  of  what  the  letter-writter  scorn- 
fully called  "obscure  French  poetry 
spoutings."  That  day  Pere  de  Mange- 
leere publicly  denounced  the  Heights 
as  a  sheet  scribbled  by  barbarians  and 
acclaimed  the  Stylus  editors  as  de- 
fenders of  civilized  values.  "Who  wrote 
ziz  meeserable  letter?"  he  bellowed  to 
our  class.  In  a  fine  Gallic  rage,  he 
waved  a  copy  of  the  offending  issue  of 
the  Heights.  "I  weel  tell  you.  A 
PEASANT  FROM  ZE  PEAT  BOGS 
OF  IRELAND!"  Jim  Connolly  and 
John  Hanrahan  led  the  cheers.  I  am 
proud  to  recall  that  a  number  of  foot- 
ball players  supported  the  Stylus  in  this 
crisis,  including  stars  Pete  Chesnule- 
vitch  and  Phil  ("Moose")  Couhig. 

But  the  zenith  of  our  sophisticated 
snobbishness  was  reached  when  we 
staged  the  great  Stylus  Art  Exhibition. 
We  collected  about  a  hundred  color 
prints    of   paintings    of    what    is    now 


stuffily  called  "The  School  of  Paris." 
Stripping  the  walls  of  yellowing  pho- 
tographs of  Joe  McKenney's  old  foot- 
ball teams,  we  transformed  the  Stylus 
office  in  the  Tower  Building  into  an 
art  gallery.  When  we  had  the  pictures 
hung,  we  sent  letters  to  all  the  Boston 
newspapers,  inviting  their  art  critics  to 
the  tea  which  was  to  open  the  exhibi- 
tion. No  critics  came,  but  the  Boston 
Evening  Transcript,  sensitive  even  to 
the  most  remote  stirrings  of  culture,  be 
it  among  the  very  Parthians  and 
Scythians,  ran  a  small  piece  with  the 
condescending  heading: 

ART  MAKES  ITS  DEBUT 
AT  BOSTON  COLLEGE 

All  the  Jesuit  fathers  turned  out  to 
sip  our  tea,  made  from  water  boiled 
with  agonizing  slowness  on  top  of  a 
Sterno  can,  and  they  gravely  appre- 
ciated our  Van  Goghs,  Picassos,  Matis- 
ses,  and  Bracques.  Only  Father  Terence 
Connolly,  I  think,  was  a  little  doubtful 
about  a  rather  louche  Modigliani. 

Our  college  diplomas  bore  the  date 
7  June,  1933.  This  was  near  the  absolute 
zero  of  the  great  Depression.  Jobs  were 
nonexistent  and  the  summer  yawned 
emptily  before  us.  My  classmates  who 
were  qualifying  themselves  to  teach  in 
Boston  public  schools  met  persistent 
rumors  of  an  under-the-counter  fee  of 
$500  to  be  paid  to  a  middleman  in  order 
to  get  even  a  look-in  at  a  teaching  job. 
I  wanted  to  go  to  Harvard  Graduate 
School  and  I  needed  money  for  tuition. 
The  heat  that  summer  was  murderous 
and  it  gathered  to  an  oven-like  great- 
ness in  our  family  home  in  the  top 
floor  of  a  wooden  Roxbury  three- 
decker.  You  could  not  even  get  a  job 
as  an  office  boy  that  summer.  Ex- 
perienced business  men  out  of  work 
were  running  errands  in  the  city  of 
Boston  for  eleven  dollars  a  week.  I  took 
refuge  with  the  idle  at  the  L  Street 
Baths  —  until  I  was  saved  by  the  Beer- 
Wine  Revenue  Act  of  1933.  Beer  was 
back,  then  hard  liquor,  and  all  at  once 
piano  players  were  in  demand.  (The 
soulless  jukebox  still  belonged  to  the 
electronic  future.)  I  had  played  the 
'cello  for  the  Boston  College  orchestra, 
but  I  could  also  play  simple  tunes  by 
ear  on  the  old  upright  in  our  parlor  at 
home.  So  on  the  day  I  heard  that  the 
proprietors  of  the  venerable  Langham 
Hotel  in  Boston's  South  End  had 
opened  up  a  beer  room  and  were  look- 
ing for  a  piano  player,  I  left  L  Street 
early  to  apply  for  the  post. 

That  night  Messrs.  Abe  and  Jack 
Moscow,  the  proprietors,  pushed  me 
through    a   hot   jammed    barroom,   air 


thick  with  beer  fumes  and  smoke,  to  an 
ancient  yellow-keyed  piano  that  re- 
sembled a  late  Roman  sarcophagus. 
Someone  set  a  white  dish  on  top  of  the 
piano  for  tips  (my  base  pay  was  to  be 
twelve  dollars  a  week  for  six  nights' 
work)  and  I  drove  spiritedly  into  "It's 
Only  a  Shanty  in  Old  Shanty-town"  in 
the  key  of  C.  Everybody  sang,  although 
not  all  in  the  key  of  C.  A  large  blonde, 
called  Leila,  ordered  me  to  play  the 
song  over  again  in  A  flat  so  she  could 
sing  it  at  the  piano.  I  slyly  transposed 
it  to  the  adjacent  key  of  G.  Leila  did 
not  appear  to  notice  the  half-tone  dif- 
ference, and  screamed  the  song  through 
to  a  sock  finish: 
There's  a  ka-ween  waiting  theyuhhh, 
With  a  silvarry  KA-BROWNNN! 
In  that  shanteeee 

In  owowowold  Shantee  Tow-wown! 
I  swung  into  "Frivolous  Sal,"  and 
voices  mellowed  by  three-point-two 
took  up  the  ancient  air.  Somebody  put 
a  beer  on  the  piano,  but,  as  I  did  not 
(then)  drink,  I  shook  my  head.  This 
was  taken  as  a  hint  that  I  preferred  cash 
tribute,  and  a  dime  tinkled  obligingly 
into  the  dish  on  top  of  the  piano.  A 
big  sweating  man  with  wet  hair 
bounded  up  urgently.  Did  I  know 
"Southie  is  My  Home  Town"?  Be- 
cause whether  I  knew  it  or  not,  he  in- 
tended to  sing  it  publicly.  His  table- 
mates  clapped  to  encourage  him.  I  was 
aware  that  this  tune  had  status  in  South 
Boston  second  only  to  our  National 
Anthem,  but  for  the  life  of  me  I  could 
not  recall  it.  So  I  got  him  to  sing  the 
tune  in  my  ear  while  I  fumbled  for  the 
correct  chord  sequences.  They  were 
primitive  enough.  The  audience  be- 
came impatient  and  bellowed  "Southie! 
Doncha  know  Southie?  What  kinda 
piano  player  are  ya?"  At  last  we  had 
it  and  burst  splendidly  into  words  and 
music: 

I  was  born  down  in  A  Street, 

Dragged  up  in  B  Street, 
Southie  is  my  home  town! 

I  may  be  flip  in  the  mouthie, 

But  over  in  Southie, 
I'm  the  nuts  for  miles  around. 

You'll  meet  Jimmy  Maloney, 

Pugger  Mahoney 
Clowns  that  know  how  to  clown. 

They  may  make  you  or  break  you 

But  they'll  never  forsake  you 

Southie  is  my  home  town 

(/  really  mean  it) 

SOUTHIE  IS  MY  HOME  TOWN! 

Apotheosis!    Nickles  and  dimes  rattled 

joyously  into  my  dish.  Someone  howled 


for  "Honeysuckle  Rose,"  and  I  tried 
to  oblige  in  the  original  key  of  F.  By 
this  time  the  interior  of  the  Langham 
resembled  a  witches  sabbath.  A  fight 
broke  out  in  one  corner,  and  a  glass 
of  beer  sailed  through  the  air,  smash- 
ing on  the  wet  floor.  A  woman 
screamed.  Leila  insisted  hotly  on  my 
accompanying  her  on  a  song  I  did  not 
know.  When  I  declined  to  play  it,  she 
grabbed  me  by  my  tie  (it  was  the  last 
I  wore  that  summer)  and  tightened  the 
knot.  While  I  was  still  in  the  initial 
stages  of  strangulation,  a  bouncer 
pulled  her  off.  Sympathetic  bystanders 
dropped  dimes  into  my  dish. 

My  classmates  will  remember  that 
the  winter  of  1933-34  was  one  of  the 
coldest  ever  recorded  in  Boston.  On 
December  28th,  the  temperature  drop- 
ped to  seventeen  degrees  below  zero; 
on  the  ninth  of  February  the  mercury 
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sank  to  eighteen  below.  I  remember 
one  February  night  hiking  the  frigid 
mile  and  a  half  between  Columbus 
Avenue  (I  was  playing  piano  at  the 
Regent  Cafe),  and  the  Northhampton 
Street  Station  of  the  El,  the  nearest 
point  of  public  transportation  to  my 
house.  It  was  a  half  hour  after  mid- 
night, and  cruelly  cold.  A  thin  hard 
snow  covered  the  streets,  the  kind  that 
made  a  screeching  sound  when  the 
metal  tire  of  a  wagon  wheel  passed 
over  it.  As  I  neared  a  flight  of  brown- 
stone  steps  about  a  block  from  the 
Elevated  on  Washington  Street,  I  heard 
what  at  first  I  thought  was  a  cat  mew- 
ing. It  was  not  a  cat,  but  an  old  woman 
huddled  up  there  outside  the  door  of 
a  lodging  house.  The  door  must  have 
been  locked;  otherwise  she  could  have 
gotten  into  the  vestibule  and  out  of  the 
wind.  She  was  rubbing  her  bare  hands 


together,  crying  over  and  over  again: 

"I'm  froze!" 
I  hurried  along  to  get  out  of  range  of 
her  voice.  Like  Clamence  in  Camus' 
The  Fall,  I  hear  that  cry  yet.  Why 
didn't  I  stop  and  go  up  to  her?  No  need 
to  play  Saint  Martin  and  strip  myself 
of  my  overcoat.  But  at  least  I  could 
have  given  her  my  gloves.  They  were 
common  woollen  ones,  and  I  had 
another  pair  at  home. 

But  it  was  warm  in  Harvard's  Wide- 
ner  Library,  where  I  read  and  studied 
during  the  daytime.  The  venerable 
Alfred  North  Whitehead  was  my 
teacher  second  term  of  that  year.  He 
spoke  to  me  only  once  toward  the  end 
of  his  course  when  I  went  up  to  his 
desk  to  collect  my  term  paper  —  a  wild- 
ly romantic  interpretation  of  Plato's 
Timaeus.  On  the  top  sheet  the  old 
metaphysician  had  inscribed  an  "A" 
and  had  added  in  his  neat  small  hand- 
writing— "Very  Interesting — A.  N.  W." 
Later  I  exhibited  the  endorsement  like 
the  ex-violinist  Rosenberg  in  Robert 
Nathan's  tale  who  used  to  show  around 
a  yellowed  clipping  —  a  one-line  re- 
view of  his  single  public  appearance  on 
the  concert  platform  —  "Mr.  Rosenberg 
was  adequate."  But  at  this  moment 
Professor  Whitehead  stopped  me  as  I 
was  ducking  away,  and  asked  me  where 
I  had  done  my  undergraduate  work.  I 
told  him  I  had  studied  at  Boston  Col- 
lege with  the  Jesuit  fathers.  A  benign 
smile  lighted  up  his  gentle  vicar's  face 
as  he  said,  "Ah,  splendid.  All  the  world 
knows  and  admires  the  Jesuits.  But  oh 
dear  me!  You  must  have  been  fright- 
fully shocked  at  my  muddled  philoso- 
phy. Your  teachers  were  such  clear- 
headed men,  and  I  am  in  perpetual 
terror  of  clear-headed  men." 

True,  they  were  clear-headed  men, 
but  they  were  humane  men  too,  with 
much  compassion  and  understanding. 
My  preceptors  at  Boston  College  were 
not  authoritarian,  but  the  most  per- 
missive of  teachers  and  counsellors.  One 
could  almost  say  that  their  method  was 
to  carry  out  in  practice  what  John 
Dewey  recommended  in  theory.  They 
would  unobtrusively  observe  a  boy  to 
see  what  talents  he  might  have.  When 
a  bit  of  capacity  was"  suspected  —  aca- 
demic talent,  sports,  play-acting,  or 
writing  —  the  fathers  made  it  their 
business  to  provide  a  little  stage  on 
which  that  talent  could  try  itself.  If 
some  lad  on  the  freshman  football 
squad  made  a  good  block,  our  Dean, 
Father  McHugh  would  be  in  the 
locker-room  after  the  game  to  take  the 
boy's  hand  in  his  fist.    He  would  do 
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the  same  and  more  for  a  fledgling  who 
had  just  made  his  maiden  speech  for 
Marquette  or  Fulton,  or  scraped  through 
a  fiddle  solo  at  the  Musical  Clubs  con- 
cert. The  Jesuits  whom  I  remember 
encouraged  individualism,  and  were 
notably  tolerant  of  personal  idiocyn- 
crasies  on  the  part  of  their  students.  As 
I  look  back  now,  I  see  that  this  peda- 
gogic flexibility  was  part  of  the  So- 
ciety's tradition.  Recently  I  read  in 
Andre  Mattei's  L'homme  de  Descartes 
that  when  the  great  philosopher  was  a 
boy  at  the  Jesuit  school  of  La  Fleche, 
and  painfully  averse  to  getting  up  early 
in  the  morning,  the  Fathers  let  him  stay 
in  bed  as  long  as  he  liked.  I  was  not 
surprised. 

I  like  to  read  Newman's  words  on 
his  educational  ideal.  He  speaks  of  "the 
repose  of  the  mind  which  lives  in  itself, 
while  it  lives  in  the  world,  and  which 


has  resources  for  its  happiness  at  home 
when  it  cannot  go  abroad."  He  goes  on 
to  talk  about  the  man  fortunate  to  have 
achieved  the  illuminative  reason  — 
having  a  gift  which  helps  him  in  public 
and  supports  him  in  retirement,  without 
which  good  fortune  is  but  vulgar  and 
with  which  even  failure  and  disap- 
pointment have  a  charm.  But  when  he 
speaks  of  his  ideal  university  as  "an 
Alma  mater,  knowing  her  children  one 
by  one,  not  a  foundry  or  a  mint  or  a 
treadmill,"  he  comes  closest  to  my  own 
Boston  College  in  1933.  Those  were 
crucial  days  for  me,  and  for  my  class- 
mates —  days  in  which  we  had  not  yet 
thrust  our  roots  down  firmly  into  life. 
They  were  days  when  precious  things 
were  held  close  without  knowing  them 
—  when  innocence  had  not  yet  been 
lost  in  an  America  that  would  never 
be  the  same  again. 


THREE  YEARS  OF 
DEVELOPMENT

A  REPORT  ON 
PROGRESS 


Only  a  very  few  of  the  dynamic  changes  in  the  academic 
environment  at  Boston  College  during  the  past  three  years 
can  be  mentioned  in  such  a  brief  space. 

A  striking  example  of  increased  "strength  in  excellence" 
has  been  the  rising  number  of  coveted  awards  for  post- 
graduate study  to  seniors.  The  Class  of  1964  at  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  received  academic  recognition  around 
the  nation  by  winning  a  total  of  150  fellowships,  scholar- 
ships, and  grants  from  79  other  universities,  professional 
schools,  and  foundations.  Among  these  were  a  Marshall 
Scholarship,  two  Danforth  Scholarships,  nine  Woodrow 
Wilson  Fellowships,  two  National  Science  Foundation 
Fellowships,  three  under  the  National  Defense  Education 
Act,  and  two  from  the  National  Institute  of  Mental  Health. 

The  strength  of  the  university  faculty  has  risen  markedly 
since  1961 — 56  new  members  have  been  added  to  the  ranks 
for  the  present  academic  year — and  there  has  been  a  signifi- 
cant improvement  in  the  overall  faculty  salary  schedule. 

Curricular  innovations  during  the  past  three  years  include 
seven  new  interdepartmental  degree  programs,  four  for 
undergraduates  and  three  at  the  post-graduate  level. 

Undergraduate  students  may  now  major  in  Asian 
Studies,  Latin-American  Studies,  Linguistics,  and  Slavic 
Studies.  Special  programs  leading  to  the  Master  of  Arts 
degree  in  American  Studies,  in  Latin-American  Studies,  or 
in  Medieval  Studies  are  now  offered  by  the  Graduate 
School  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  The  university  now  provides 
advanced  study  leading  to  the  doctoral  degree  in  six  fields: 
Biology,  Chemistry,  Economics,  Education,  History,  and 
Physics. 

Human  relations  in  contemporary  urban  and  industrial 
communities  will  be  studied  by  the  newly  established 
Boston  College  Institute  of  Human  Relations,  which  initi- 
ated its  research  in  September.  Members  of  the  Institute 
staff  will  work  closely  with  the  Departments  of  Psychology 
and  Sociology,  and  the  School  of  Social  Work.  The  Insti- 
tute will  eventually  have  its  own  building,  now  in  the 
planning  stage,  at  the  Chestnut  Hill  campus.  The  building 


is  an  integral  part  of  the  100th  Anniversary  Development 
Program. 

Dr.  Robert  *N.  Rapoport,  who  holds  a  degree  in  Social 
Anthropology  from  Harvard  University,  has  been  named 
Director  of  the  Institute.  He  will  also  serve  as  Research 
Professor  of  Sociology. 

Dr.  Rapoport  has  taught  at  Cornell  University,  at  Har- 
vard, and  at  Northeastern  University.  At  Northeastern, 
he  has  been  conducting  a  study  of  the  career  patterns  of 
scientists  and  engineers  in  contemporary  society.  He  is  a 
consultant  to  several  local  projects  and  a  social  science 
consultant  at  McLean  Hospital. 

Dr.  Marc  Fried,  who  will  be  Associate  Director  and 
Research  Professor  of  Psychology,  received  his  degree  in 
clinical  psychology  at  Harvard  University  in  1955.  Since 
1957  he  has  been  Research  Director  at  the  Center  for 
Community  Studies,  Department  of  Psychiatry,  Massachu- 
setts General  Hospital.  Dr.  Fried  has  taught  psychology 
at  Brooklyn  College,  City  College  of  New  York,  and 
Brandeis  University. 

He  has  done  clinical  work  and  research  in  many  areas, 
but  in  recent  years  he  has  focused  his  attention  upon  the 
problems  of  working-class  life,  urban  renewal,  psychiatric 
epidemiology,  and  community  health. 

Using  a  multi-disciplinary  approach,  the  Institute  direc- 
tors anticipate  early  appointments  of  social  scientists  from 
several  areas  of  specialization. 

The  Institute  will  concern  itself  with  normal  processes  of 
growth,  development,  change,  and  innovation  as  well  as 
social  and  psychological  disorganization  and  pathology 
affecting   development   and   change. 

Members  will  explore  basic  and  applied  issues  related  to 
social  change  in  the  urban  community  and  their  cultural, 
psychological,  and  social  implications.  Their  research  will 
include  environmental  and  demographic  studies,  together 
with  broad-based  analyses  of  such  social  units  as  industrial 
plants  and  hospitals.  Field  and  laboratory  studies  of  smaller 
groups  and  the  analysis  of  individual  behaviors  and  adap- 
tive patterns  are  other  contemplated  research  projects. 


In  September,  1964,  not  quite  three  years  after  the 
launching  of  the  100th  Anniversary  Development  Program 
for  a  greater  Boston  College,  the  first  major  building 
completed  under  the  ten-year  program  opened  in  time  for 
the  1964-1965  academic  year. 

The  Carney  Faculty  Center,  named  for  the  nineteenth- 
century  Boston  merchant  and  philanthropist  Andrew  Car- 
ney, one  of  the  first  benefactors  of  Boston  College,  opened 
its  doors  during  the  summer  session.  The  four-story  air- 
conditioned  structure,  with  its  200  offices  and  consultation 
rooms,  now  houses  the  faculty  and  administrative  staffs 
of  the  following  ten  departments  of  the  university:  Classics, 
Economics,  English,  History,  Mathematics,  Modern  Lan- 
guages, Philosophy,  Political  Science,  Sociology,  and  Theo- 
logy. 

Of  Modern  Gothic  design,  the  new  building  contains, 
in  addition  to  the  long-needed  faculty  offices,  some  21 
classrooms  and  seminar  rooms,  and  2  large  conference 
rooms. 

Carney  Faculty  Center  was  dedicated  on  September  18. 

Nearing  completion  on  the  site  of  the  former  Saint 
Joseph's  Hall  on  Hammond  Street  is  the  third  of  the  three 
new  dormitories  for  400  male  students  and  faculty  proctors. 
Once  a  private  estate,  the  site  was  purchased  by  Boston 
College  in  1936. 

Two  buildings  of  the  $2,000,000  project  will  be  occupied 
by  resident  students  during  the  first  semester  of  this 
academic  year.  The  third  is  expected  to  be  ready  to  house 
students  by  January. 

The  Tudor  design  of  the  new  dormitories  will  blend 
with  the  architecture  of  the  ten  adjacent  Boston  College 
dormitories  on  the  former  Louis  B.  Liggett  estate  and  with 
private  residences  in  the  neighborhood. 

The  two  completed  buildings  have  been  named  Williams 
Hall  and  Welch  Hall,  the  first  for  the  Most  Reverend  John 
Joseph  Williams,  fourth  bishop  and  first  archbishop  of 
Boston,  the  second  for  the  Reverend  Edward  Holker 
Welch,  S.J.,  one  of  the  founders  of  Boston  College  and  a 


member  of  the  first  Board  of  Trustees.  The  third  dormi- 
tory, to  be  named  Roncalli  Hall,  will  honor  the  memory  of 
the  Late  Pope  John  XXIII. 

Architectural  plans  for  the  newest  campus  construction 
project,  a  multi-million  dollar  center  for  instruction  and 
research  in  the  natural  sciences,  have  now  been  completed 
and  approved.  Ground-breaking  for  the  five-story  Science 
Center  to  house  the  Departments  of  Biology  and  Physics 
is  expected  in  the  early  fall.  The  new  building  will  be 
adjacent  to  and  just  east  of  Devlin  Hall,  where  science 
departments  of  the  university  are  now  located. 

Just  north  of  Alumni  Stadium  the  preparation  of  an 
extensive  new  recreational  area  for  students  proceeds  apace. 
Several  tennis  courts  and  playing  fields  for  intramural 
activities  are  planned. 

The  attractiveness  of  the  Chestnut  Hill  campus  has  been 
enchanced  by  landscaping,  by  the  resurfacing  of  major 
roadways,  and  by  increased  efficiency  in  the  direction  of 
traffic. 

Alumni  of  Boston  College  are  only  $400,000  short  of  the 
first-plateau  division  objective  of  $7,000,000.  Division 
leaders  anticipate  meeting  the  goal  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  highly  successful  telephone  solicitation  of  last  spring 
will  continue  for  the  duration  of  the  campaign.  Telephone 
contact  seems  the  most  effective  method  of  reaching  most 
of  the  11,000  alumni  not  yet  solicited. 

The  telephone  effort  will  be  organized  by  classes.  A 
Development  Fund  Chairman,  to  be  named  in  each  class 
by  the  President  of  Boston  College,  who  will  be  responsible 
for  enlisting  class  agents  who  will  do  the  actual  telephon- 
ing of  classmates  to  elicit  their  financial  support. 

As  in  the  past,  the  bulk  of  the  telephoning  will  be  carried 
out  evenings  at  a  convenient  downtown  location,  the  offices 
of  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company, 
185  Franklin  Street,  Boston.  For  added  effectiveness,  special 
facilities  for  telephoning  will  be  made  available  at  Roberts 
Center,  Boston  College.

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A  National  Problem

RESEARCH  has  shown  that  the 
more  education  a  person  can  complete, 
the  higher  his  income  tends  to  be  over 
his  working  life.  Research  has  also 
shown  that  the  more  suited  a  person  is 
for  the  education  and  jobs  he  under- 
takes, the  happier  he  is  and  the  better 
worker  he  is.  One  of  the  major  prob- 
lems facing  us  as  a  nation  is  creating 
conditions  which  permit  our  youth  to 
develop  their  potential  as  much  as  pos- 
sible. This  makes  them  happier  and 
more  useful  citizens  and  ultimately  re- 
duces the  need  for  welfare  services  of 
many  kinds. 

For  these  reasons  it  is  crucial  that 
each  community  take  steps  to  help  boys 
and  girls  remain  in  school  until  they 
have  achieved  maximum  education  for 
them  and  then  that  they  be  helped  to 
use  this  education  in  the  most  appro- 
priate job. 

You  may  be  asking,  "What  do  I 
know  about  this?  It  is  a  job  for  a  special- 
ist." This  is  true.  The  guidance  counsel- 
ors in  your  community  school,  whether 
elementary  school,  high  school,  or  col- 
lege, should  be  the  persons  who  bear 
the  major  responsibility  for  identifying 
and  working  with  potential  school 
dropouts.  But  you  can  offer  valuable 
assistance  they  need  to  do  the  job  ade- 
quately. 


Frequently  the  community  has  not 
been  interested  in  this  problem  and 
neither  the  counselor  nor  the  school  ad- 
ministration has  had  sufficient  support 
to  develop  a  program  (if  indeed  there 
is  such  a  program)  for  dealing  with 
dropouts.  Boys  and  girls  just  leave 
school  and  trust  to  luck  to  find  an  ap- 
propriate place  in  the  community.  If  a 
boy  is  mentally  retarded  or  very  bright, 
if  perhaps  he  is  blind  or  otherwise 
physically  handicapped,  there  are  nor- 
mally community  services  available  to 
help  him.  But  if  his  only  distinction  is 
that  he  quit  school,  he  is  usually  left  to 
shift  for  himself.  You  could  offer  your 
services  to  the  school  counselor  and 
your  support  in  developing  a  project  to 
reduce  dropouts  and  to  help  those  that 
must  leave  school  find  the  most  suitable 
placement.  In  this  you  work  with  the 
school  counselor  and  with  local  repre- 
sentatives of  your  state  employment 
service. 

Obviously  a  pupil  may  not  leave 
school  until  state  law  permits  him  to 
do  so.  However,  he  will  be  exhibiting 
symptoms  that  show  he  needs  help  long 
before  he  leaves  school.  In  general  boys 
and  girls  leave  school,  whether  high 
school  or  college,  for  the  following 
reasons: 

1.  The    particular    school    or    school 


course  may  not  be  suited  to  them 
in  terms  of  their  abilities,  interests, 
goals  and  values. 

2.  They  do  not  have  enough  money 
to  finance  their  education. 

3.  They  either  have  no  clearcut  edu- 
cational and  vocational  goals,  or 
formal  education  is  not  the  most 
effective  way  to  achieve  these  goals. 

4.  Either  their  families  are  pressuring 
them  to  continue  an  unsuitable  ed- 
ucational-vocational program  or  the 
family  can  see  no  advantage  in 
further  schooling  and  openly  en- 
courages them  to  leave  school. 

5.  Their  friends  are  also  leaving  school. 

6.  They  have  health  or  psychological 
problems  which  operate  against  suc- 
cess and  comfort  in  school. 

Many  of  the  problems  which  cause  a 
pupil  to  dropout  of  high  school  usually 
start  in  the  elementary  school.  These 
potential  problems  center  about  such 
things  as  residuals  of  illness;  academic 
deficiencies,  such  as  poor  reading  or 
arithmetic  skills;  academic  limitations, 
such  as  low  aptitudes  for  some  areas  of 
schooling  or  physical  deficiencies  such 
as  brain  damage;  and,  need  for  psycho- 
therapy. These  are  remedial  problems 
which  should  either  be  prevented  by  an 
effective  program  of  guidance  services 
or   treated   in   their   earliest  stages.   In 


either  case  such  action  reduces  school 
dropouts.  You  can  actively  support  and 
encourage  such  a  program  of  early 
identification  and  treatment. 

There  are  some  problems  which  cause 
dropouts  that  are  not  predictable.  Re- 
sults of  illness  or  accident  would  be 
among  these,  as  would  pregnancies,  too 
often  occurring  in  the  high  school  level. 
But  in  general  there  are  elements  occur- 
ring in  varying  combinations  which 
permit  identification  and  prediction  of 
the  majority  of  school  dropouts.  Below 
college  level  a  program  specifically 
aimed  at  school  dropouts  is  most  effec- 
tive in  grades  seven  through  ten.  At  the 
college  level  the  greatest  number  of 
dropouts  occur  during  the  freshman 
year,  so  that  major  college  emphasis  on 
the  dropout  problem  should  occur  as 
soon  as  young  men  or  women  enter 
college. 

While  the  reasons  for  dropouts  at  all 
school  levels  are  similar,  they  manifest 
themselves  differently  at  the  high  school 
and  college  levels.  So  proposed  treat- 
ment at  each  level  will  be  considered 
separately. 

As  indicated  earlier,  the  proper  per- 
son to  initiate  a  program  of  identifying 
potential  high  school  dropouts  and  get- 
ting to  know  their  needs  is  the  school 
guidance  counselor.  You  can  help  by 
finding  out  what  is  being  done,  by  offer- 
ing your  support  to  the  counselor  and 
by  indicating  how  your  special  skills  or 
free  time  could  be  used  to  bolster  the 
counselor's  efforts.  Often  your  interest 
will  focus  the  school's  attention  on  the 
needs  of  dropouts  and  your  offer  to 
participate  actively  will  encourage  a 
tired  counselor  who  has  limited  time 
for  a  difficult  problem.  When  you  and 
the  counselor  locate  the  possible  drop- 
outs and  know  the  kinds  of  help  they 
need,  then  you  can  go  to  your  friends 
and  ask  them  to  help. 

If  a  boy  or  girl  needs  a  part  time  job 
to  earn  enough  money  to  pay  school 
fees,  or  pay  for  lunches,  or  to  buy  de- 
cent clothes  to  wear  to  school,  you  and 
your  friends  can  help  to  work  this  out. 
If  a  boy  or  girl  does  not  seem  to  have 
the  abilities  suited  to  the  courses  offered 
in  your  school,  perhaps  you  can  help 
arrange  a  way  to  get  to  a  school  that 
does  offer  useful  courses  or  arrange  for 
attendance  part-time  in  some  sort  of 
specialized  training.  For  some  boys  and 
girls  no  school  has  much  to  offer,  but 
if  they  are  helped  to  find  a  suitable  job 
which  they  like,  they  embark  on  a  life- 
time of  value  to  themselves  and  to  the 
community  in  which  they  live.  Some- 


times the  encouragement  of  an  adult 
will  help  them  finish  school  when 
family  and  friends  can  see  no  purpose 
in  further  education.  One  of  the  reasons 
Negro  youth  are  having  difficulties  in 
finding  suitable  work  is  because  they 
look  to  the  future  and  become  dis- 
couraged with  job  possibilities.  Then 
they  leave  school  sooner  than  they 
should.  With  no  one  to  influence  them 
to  stay,  they  lack  the  skills  to  compete 
in  the  labor  market  with  others  of  equal 
ability  who  stay  in  school  longer.  This 
is  one  aspect  of  the  greater  youth  em- 
ployment problem  which  produces  the 
provisions  for  disadvantaged  youth  and 
further  training  included  in  so  many 
recent  laws,  such  as  the  Anti-Poverty 
Bill. 

Some  boys  and  girls  can  be  encouraged 
to  grow  beyond  the  interests,  goals  and 
values  that  unrealistically  limit  their 
school  and  job  aspirations.  While  it  is 
usually  useless  to  try  to  tell  people  their 
ideas  need  to  be  changed,  the  personal 
interest  someone  else  exhibits  in  their 
welfare  often  serves  as  a  spur  to  get 
them  exploring  their  ideas  and  revising 
their  goals.  Often  a  sympathetic  listener 
can  get  such  a  person  started  in  the 
self-exploration  that  ultimately  results 
in  considerable  life  changes.  Not  advice 
and  suggestion,  but  encouragement  and 
listening  are  the  important  processes. 

Obviously  the  boy  or  girl  with  health 
or  psychological  problems  is  going  to 
need  the  help  of  a  specialist.  If  the 
school  is  unable  to  furnish  these  services 
directly,  you  as  an  interested  person  can 
help  in  making  such  services  available 
where  otherwise  they  would  be  finan- 
cially impossible.  Collecting  funds,  ar- 
ranging free  or  low  cost  service  or 
helping  the  school  counselor  locate  a 
needed  service  may  be  the  part  you  can 
play  in  helping  a  boy  or  girl  stay  in 
school  through  graduation.  The  most 
economical  way  to  do  this  would  be 
to  encourage  the  development  of  syn- 
thesized, community-wide  services 
which  achieve  this. 

These  major  factors  causing  boys  and 
girls  to  drop  out  of  high  school  are  also 
causes  for  their  leaving  college  before 
graduation.  If  you  want  to  make  a  real 
contribution  to  your  college  or  univer- 
sity, here  is  one  way  you  can  do  it. 

You  can  begin  by  contacting  the  col- 
lege counseling  service  to  see  what  is 
currently  being  done  to  identify  and 
prevent  able  students  leaving  school. 
At  the  college  level  it  is  more  difficult 
to  identify  and  contact  the  potential 
dropout,  but  an  effectively  organized

pupil  personnel  service  will  salvage  a 
surprising  number  of  potential  drop- 
outs. 

There  will  always  be  some  for  whom 
the  atmosphere,  expectations  and  values 
of  the  school  will  not  be  appropriate. 
Perhaps  these  students  can  be  helped 
to  find  a  college  more  suitable  for  them 
and  often  become  the  strongest  sup- 
porters of  the  college  that  helped  them 
move.  Examples  of  the  people  who  need 
this  help  are  potential  engineers  and 
business  majors  who  are  enrolled  in  a 
liberal  arts  program;  or,  students  whose 
personal  needs  and  values  are  not  being 
met  by  the  objectives  and  expectations 
of  a  given  university,  but  could  be  met 
in  another  university  (research  has 
shown  that  certain  colleges  are  appro- 
priate for  some  students  and  not  for 
others)  where  they  will  be  much  more 
successful. 

Your  contribution  to  the  success  of  a 
college's  program  for  meeting  the  needs 
of  potential  dropouts  will  follow  in  gen- 
eral those  activities  considered  at  the 
high  school  level.  It  will  vary  according 
to  your  own  talents  and  interests.  It  may 
range  from  identifying  and  organizing 
financial  help  and  other  services  requir- 
ing special  funds,  to  arranging  for  the 
use  of  government  and  general  com- 
munity services  or  convincing  college 
authorities  that  changes  in  pupil  services 
or  curricula  are  necessary.  Sometimes 
colleges  need  a  push  in  this  direction  to 
get  started  on  a  needed  service.  In  addi- 
tion to  strong  support  for  athletics  the 
students  can  be  helped  in  securing  more 
effective  education  in  the  ways  listed 
above.  You  can  contact  your  school, 
college  or  university  pupil  personnel 
services  and  find  out  how  you  can  help 
with  the  dropout  problem. 

Ultimately  your  greatest  contribution 
to  the  dropout  problem  lies  in  becoming 
aware  of  its  nature  in  the  educational 
institutions  of  interest  to  you  and  work- 
ing to  initiate  or  to  support  the  program 
they  need.

Dr.  Johnson  said  once  that  only  a  blockhead,  sir,  would 
write  for  any  other  reason  than  money;  thereby  proving 
himself  something  of  a  blockhead  since  he  never  made  out 
of  his  writing  anything  like  what  the  wealthy  readers  of 
this  Bulletin  would  call  Real  Money.  He  was,  anyway, 
pre-Freud.  The  hidden  springs  of  ambition  seem  to  have 
been  hidden  from  him.  My  dictionary  says  that  a  blockhead 
is  a  stupid  fellow  or  a  dolt; — it  further  says  that  a  dolt  is  a 
stupid  fellow  or  a  blockhead — and  I  am  afraid  we  all  know 
countless  dolts — (if  we  may,  and  must,  judge  them  by  what 
they  write)  who  write  without  making  any  Real  Money; 
or  without  even  making  any  money  at  all  (like  myself  in 
writing  this  article) ;  as  we  also  know  many  who  do  make 
money  by  their  writing  and  are,  nevertheless,  again  judging 
by  what  they  write,  splendid  blockheads.  So  doltishness  has 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  matter,  whose  roots  go 
far  deeper  than  the  mere  desire  for  gain. 

I  hold  that  every  journalist  (I  include  myself)  is  slightly 
pathological.  He  is  a  print-lover.  It  is  of  the  essence  of 
journalism  that  what  is  written  as  such  appears  in  print — 
or  is  expected  to  appears  in  print — forthwith.  Tell  a  journal- 
ist that  his  piece  will  appear  in  print  next  year  and  he  wilts. 
I  know  a  man  who  gave  up  an  interesting  journalistic  post 
for  a  much  better-paid  post  that  involves  the  writing  of 
private  reports  on  what  other  men  were  writing  for  pub- 
lication. He  gave  up  his  better-paid  job  within  a  year.  "My 


stuff",  he  wailed,  "went  into  the  void — I  never  saw  it  in 
print."  The  fact  is  a  journalist  is  a  kind  of  duellist.  He 
enjoys  the  printed  cut  and  thrust,  whether  with  other  men 
or  with  events.  G.  B.  Shaw  was  one  of  the  greatest  of  all 
journalists  in  this  sense  of  being  a  great  debater  or  con- 
tender with  men  and  events.  Truncated  time  is  therefore 
always  involved  in  the  writings  of  such  men;  so  much  so 
that  every  journalist  must  gradually  cease  to  be  a  journalist 
if  he  moves  from  the  daily  to  the  weekly,  from  the  weekly 
to  the  monthly,  from  the  monthly  to  the  quarterly,  and 
finally  from  the  quarterly  to  the  book  which  may  or  may 
not  appear  a  year  after  he  finishes  it,  if  it  appears  at  all: 
In  short  the  journalist  desires,  and  indeed  requires,  the 
stimulus  of  immediate  impact;  and  we  might  detect  the 
makings  of  a  natural  born  journalist  in  every  fellow  who, 
on  reading  or  hearing  something,  at  once  seizes  the  tele- 
phone to  blow  off  about  it. 

I  once  had  a  good  friend  who  was  like  that.  He  had  been 
a  soldier,  then  became  an  actor,  then  what  we  call  a  bookie 
(the  chap  on  the  racecourses,  here,  with  a  leather  bag  of 
money  around  his  neck,  taking  bets.)  It  always  seemed  to 
me  that  each  of  his  three  professions  was  based  on  The 
O'Faolain  Theory  of  Impact  as  the  Greatest  Urge  to  Action. 
For  a  soldier  surely  lives  (and  regrettably  dies)  by  Impact. 
An  actor  is  so  close  to  being  a  journalist  that  you  might 
call  him  a  nocturnalist.  As  for  a  bookie's  impact,  well  my 


poor  friend  died  of  a  stroke  when  the  favourite  came  in 
first  before  he  had  time  to  lay  off  some  of  his  bets.  Sure 
enough  when  I  asked  him,  on  one  occasion :— "Sammy,  why 
did  you  become  an  actor?"  he  replied,  clapping  his  hands 
together  like  a  machine-gun,  "For  that!"  I  then  said:  "And 
why  did  you  become  a  bookie?"  He  dived  his  two  hands 
into  his  imaginary  leather  bag  and  ran  a  pile  of  imaginary 
money  through  his  fingers.  "For  that!"  Quick  visible  re- 
sults. 

The  compulsive  telephone-controversialist  reminds  me  of 
a  night  when  I  gave  a  mildly  controversial  Talk  in  London 
over  the  B.B.C.,  rose  from  the  mike  and  went  downstairs 
to  the  P.R.O.'s  room  for  a  drink.  My  host  the  P.R.O.  had 
just  filled  my  glass  and  sat  down  to  chat  when  the  telephone 
rang.  I  heard  his  voice,  patient  and  polite  and  smooth  as 
any  P.R.O.'s  say  things  like:  "Yes,  Madam  .  .  .  Oh,  I  fully 
appreciate  your  viewpoint,  madam.  .  .  .  Indeed,  as  you  say, 
madam.  ...  I  entirely  understand  your  position,  madam. 
. . ."  And  so  on,  and  so  on,  for  about  three  soothing  minutes. 
He  turned  to  me,  glanced  at  the  clock  and  said:  "Hum! 
seven  minutes  after  your  Talk.  Delayed  reaction.  They 
usually  come  in  much  quicker".  He  did  that  sort  of  thing 
all  day  long!  How  many  a  journalist  is  born  to  blush  un- 
seen and  waste  his  or  her  eloquence  over  the  desert  air? 
I  suspect  that  it  could  be  said  of  every  good  preacher  that 
his  vocation's  gain  was  a  loss  to  the  Fourth  Estate. 

From  the  writer's  point  of  view  to  argue  with  other 
people  or  with  current  events  is  fatal.  As  one  of  the  Greek 
philosophers  said:  when  dialectic  comes  in  through  the 
door  poetry  flies  out  the  window.  The  true  writer  argues 
only  with  himself,  and  occasionally  with  God.  But  the 
writer  has  to  have  an  income,  or  be  an  impoverished  celi- 
bate. As  the  former  alternative  is  more  attractive  that  the 
latter  the  writer  almost  always  leads  a  double  life.  When 
he  is  being  a  writer  he  talks  to  the  few  (himself  and  God) 
in  as  near  as  he  can  get  to  the  chosen  language  of  the  few. 
Then  he  switches  over  to  talk  to  the  many  in  the  language 
of  the  many,  like  every  journalist.  This,  in  fact,  is  what  Dr. 
Johnson  did.  He  should  have  said,  therefore: — "Only  a 
blockhead,  sir,  writes  only  for  money." 

He  was  in  good  company:  Goldsmith,  Addison,  Steele, 
and  many  others  of  his  time  up  to  Shaw,  Joyce,  Yeats, 
Maugham,  Graham  Greene,  (In  his  Entertainments)  Lewis, 
Hemingway  (a  natural  journalist),  Steinbeck,  and  even 
such  select  folk  as  Evelyn  Waugh. 

I  am  sometimes  asked  whether  it  is  bad  for  a  writer  to 
write  Journalism.  It  is  a  matter  of  levels.  If  he  can  write 
journalism  at  his  level  as  a  writer  all  is  well,  and  I  am  happy 
to  say  that  both  in  America  and  over  here  he  can  do  this 
thing;  though  more  easily  over  here,  I  think,  than  in 
America,  thanks  largely  to  the  higher  level  of  non-com- 
mercial Radio  and  Television,  both  of  which  pay  rather 
generously,  and  to  such  high  level  periodicals  as  The  New 
Statesman,  The  Spectator,  Encounter ,  The  London  Maga- 
zine and  others.  There  is  otherwise  one  grave  danger:  That, 
because  of  my  Impact  Principle,  he  is  sometimes  tempted 
to  write  flashily.  A  good  deal  of  book-reviewing  every- 
where, outside  the  monthlies  and  quarterlies,  tends  to  play 
for  excitement  under  the  influence  of  topical  appeal,  fash- 
ion, publicity,  the  insatiable  female-market — women  read 
far  too  much  in  my  opinion — and  other  more  subtle  traps. 
As  we  all  know,  most  topical  books  are  no  damn  good 
anyway,  but  no  editor  wants  a  lot  of  reviews  that  say  so. 
In  other  fields  of  life  it  is  said  that  Bad  News  is  always 


selling  news.  In  the  book-field  what  appeals  most  is  such 
cries  of  joy  as  "A  new  genius!"  Well,  they  just  do  not  come 
that  often. 

When  all  is  said  and  done  a  writer  lives  by  his  pen  as  a 
plumber  or  an  electrician  lives  by  his  tool-kit.  I,  therefore, 
always  insist  on  payment,  however  small,  on  principle. 
Nobody  would  say  to  a  plumber: — "Look!  Would  you 
mind  dropping  over  some  night  to  our  club  as  a  favour  to 
fix  our  cold-water  tap?"  Yet  they  are  always  saying  to 
writers:  "Look,  would  you  mind  dropping  over  some  night 
to  read  us  a  little  paper  or  something  or  other."  Accordingly 
I  am  insisting  that  for  this  article,  on  which  I  have  spent 
a  precious  hour,  I  shall  be  paid  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be 
given  to  any  charitable  cause  the  Editor  cares  to  choose, 
preferably  The  Boston  College  Alumni  Association's  ex- 
cellent Alumni  News.  Somehow  or  other,  I  feel,  cash  must 
pass  or  my  Trade  Union  will  defrock  me  forthwith. 

Money  counts  for  much  less  over  here,  in  writing,  for  an 
interesting  reason.  In  Europe  literary  reputations  are  made 
to  a  large  extent  by  the  grape-vine:  mainly,  if  not  wholly, 
because  our  countries  are  smaller  in  size  than  your  vast 
continent,  and  the  literary  life  is  more  personal,  interweav- 
ing through  casual  meetings  in  cafes,  clubs,  and  pubs.  A 
conversation  at  the  Garrick  Club,  say,  in  London,  at  a  cafe 
in  Rome  or  Paris,  could  start  off  a  reputation,  and  so  a  "suc- 
cess' has  to  be  public  success,  which  inevitably  means  money. 
Fame  with  us  is  precious  because  private;  with  you  precious 
because  public.  It  is  our  preferred  alternative  to  cash.  Which 
does  not  mean  that  we  would  not  like  both,  though  our  aim 
is  the  first.  Any  reader  will,  I  am  sure,  be  able  to  produce 
American  exceptions  from  among  your  very  best — Faulkner 
for  most  of  his  life,  Katherine  Anne  Porter  for  over  fifty 
years,  Dreiser,  Marianne  Moore,  Flannery  O'Connor,  and 
even  Hemingway  had  his  starving  years.  Are  they  so  many 
as  to  disprove  the  rule,  or  a  minority  to  prove  it? 


FOOTBALL  SHOWDOWN 


An  Expose  of  the  Exposes s

EVERYBODY  KNOWS  IT.  As  a  means  of  gaining  access 
to  the  college  graduate's  wallet,  America's  educators  have 
developed  a  highly  effective  pocket-picking  technique.  They 
simply  anesthetize  old  Joe  Alumnus.  The  narcotic  is  a 
game  called  football  —  a  game  which  at  the  college  level 
features  systematic  brain  scrambling  by  oversized,  subsidized 
neanderthals  whose  only  noticeable  involvement  in  college 
life  occurs  on  autumn  Saturday  afternoons.  Right? 

Wrong.  As  incredible  as  it  may  seem  to  a  generation  so 
often  told  otherwise,  there  is  relatively  little  money  obtained 
from  college  football  —  either  directly  in  gate  receipts  or 
indirectly  in  gifts  from  hot-blooded  old  grads  who  parade 
their  team's  victories  as  proof  of  their  own  virility.  And 
most  players  are  bona  fide  students  making  normal  progress 
toward  graduation,  without  benefit  of  under-the-table  aid, 
either  academic  or  financial. 

Muckraking  gridiron  exposes,  from  which  we  get  most 
of  our  "knowledge"  about  football  as  an  insidiously  corrupt- 
ing influence  in  college  life,  actually  date  from  the  1920  s, 
and  most  of  the  "information"  is  just  about  that  old.  Writ- 
ing exposes  has  become  a  major  sport  in  itself,  and  its  most 
successful  participants  have  been  far  better  remunerated 
than  even  the  most  demanding  of  All-American  quarter- 
backs. 

Probably  the  two  most  persistent  myths  are  these:  (1) 
"Everybody  does  it"  (whatever  "it"  is);  and  (2)  college 
administrators,  putting  money  before  morality,  look  the 
other  way  as  the  cash  rolls  in. 

"Everybody"  does  not  do  it.  More  than  600  American 
colleges  and  universities  have  football  teams.  No  more  than

It  was  the  day  he 
tackled  George  McAfee  of  the  Chicago  Bears  and  got  a 
Purple  Heart.  Not  the  medal,  the  real  thing. 


10  percent  of  these  —  half  a  dozen  conferences  and  half  a 
dozen  independents  —  can,  in  football  terms,  be  considered 
"big  time."  Perhaps  another  tenth  play  follow-the-leader  in 
recruiting,  aid,  and  scheduling  policies.  But  jour  out  of 
five  do  not.  They  conduct  low-pressure,  honest,  economical, 
student-oriented  athletic  programs.  Football  has  not  cor- 
rupted them,  nor  will  it. 

As  to  the  charge  of  greed-inspired  administrative  hy- 
pocrisy —  naive  indeed  is  the  college  official  who  still  be- 
lieves (if  he  ever  did)  that  there  is  any  significant  relation- 
ship between  alumni  giving  habits  and  a  school's  won-and- 
lost  record  on  the  gridiron.  There  is  even  less  correlation 
between  football  and  the  really  substantial  gifts  and  grants 
from  individuals,  industry,  foundations,  and  government. 
Nor  does  much  money  pour  directly  into  the  coffers  from 
football  itself. 

There  is  hardly  an  administrator  in  the  land  who  is  not 
painfully  aware  of  these  realities.  The  era  of  building 
dormitories  and  laboratories  with  football  money  ended 
nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago. 


YET  FOOTBALL  goes  on.  Even  though  nearly  a  hundred 
schools  have  abandoned  the  sport  since  World  War  II 
began,  more  than  600  others  still  play  the  game.  Why? 

The  answer  is  almost  too  simple  to  credit:  football  is  a 
sport  which  young  men  like  to  play  and  which  Americans 
of  all  ages  like  to  watch. 

It  isn't  the  character  or  body-building  values,  the  public 
relations  aspects,  the  money,  or  even  the  vested  interest  of 
large  platoons  of  professional  coaches  and  athletic  directors. 
It's  the  fun.  This  fall  approximately  2,000  college  football 
games  will  be  played.  At  each  of  these  games,  whether 
admission  is  free  or  six  dollars  3  seat,  there  will  be  spectators. 

Why  such  an  inherently  static  and  stereotyped  spectacle 
as  American  football,  which  puts  the  rest  of  the  world  to 
sleep,  continues  to  grip  the  interest  and  imagination  of  U.S. 
manhood  is  a  question  for  the  psychologists;  perhaps  one 
must  grow  up  with  it  to  appreciate  it.  But  one  thing  is 
certain:  it's  only  a  game,  and  thus  is  in  no  way  responsible 
for  the  asininities  which  sometimes  accompany  it. 
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ASININITIES  there  are,  but  virtually 
all  of  them  occur  at  the  one  out  of  five 
schools  which  is  "big  time"  or  hopes  to 
become  so.  Here  are  a  few  things  which 
have  actually  happened: 

An  Ail-American  halfback,  after  sign- 
ing his  first  professional  contract,  ad- 
mitted (tongue  only  partly  in  check) 
that  he  "took  a  pay  cut." 

A  noted  coach,  when  one  of  his  play- 
ers made  a  damaging  mistake  in  a  pres- 
sure-packed game,  gave  the  culprit  a 
punt  in  the  posterior  right  in  full  view 
of  60,000  spectators. 

A  rugged  lineman  who  seriously  in- 
jured an  opponent  after  the  play  was 
over  was  defended  by  his  coach  with  the 
argument  that  a  winner  must  be  ag- 
gressive. 

These  warts  on  the  pigskin  are  typical 
of  the  things  minimized  by  the  Estab- 
lishment sportswriters  of  the  daily  press, 
then  blown  up  and  flaunted  as  proof  of 
incurable  venality  by  mavericks  writing 
for  popular  magazines  and  some  few 
newspapers.  Actually  such  examples  are 
only  a  minuscule  fraction  of  the  list 
which  could  be  compiled  and  verified 
with  only  minimal  research  effort.  But 
even  if  the  list  cited  10,000  sins  it  would 
prove  nothing  against  the  game  itself, 
or  against  the  four  out  of  five  "football 
schools"  to  which  such  practices  are 
completely  alien.  Nor  would  it  neces- 
sarily reveal  much  about  the  real  sins 
and  policies  of  the  other  one  in  five. 
About  all  it  would  prove  for  sure  is  that 
in  football  as  in  other  pursuits  there  are 
people  who  will  seek  advantage  by  cut- 
ting corners. 

The  impression  most  readers  get  from 
such  stories  is  that  college  football  —  is 
nothing  but  a  vast  cattle  market  where 
avid  buyers  bid  for  choice  beef  on  the 
hoof.  Since  in  specific  provable  cases 
this  impression  is  right,  it's  hard  for 
many  to  understand  that  it  can't  be 
extended  very  far  without  grave  error. 

Lapses  of  virtue  still  occur,  but  these 
days  they're  actually  more  typical  of 
basketball  than  of  football.  Ever  since 
college  football  began  drawing  large 
crowds  in  the  '20s,  there  have  been 
abuses  which  make  the  game  seem  less 
a  student  activity  than  a  great  circus 
for  the  public  —  abuses  which  obscure 
the  fact  that  long-range  trends  in  big- 
time  college  football  point  in  a  different 
direction  altogether.  If  these  trends  had 
to  be  summed  up  in  one  word,  that 
word  would  be  "quantitative"  or  "col- 
lective" —  take  your  pick. 

SINCE  THERE  is  still  plenty  of  need 


for  honest  debate  over  the  real  trends 
in  bigtime  college  football,  the  purpose 
of  this  article  is  merely  to  identify  some 
of  them  —  not  attack  or  defend.  Here 
are  a  few  which  tell  far  more  about  the 
State  of  the  Pigskin  than  the  most  com- 
prehensive list  of  violations  can  ever 
reveal : 

1.  Quantitative  Recruiting:  Because 
a  factor  called  "desire"  means  as  much 
as  strength,  speed,  or  agility  and  is  im- 
possible to  spot  for  certain  in  even  the 
most  brilliant  of  prep  school  sparklers, 
football  recruiters  seek  the  largest  possi- 
ble group  of  promising  prospects.  A 
still  new  but  increasingly  popular  re- 
cruiting device  is  the  "letter  of  intent," 
which  is  supported  as  a  means  of  pre- 
venting "other  schools"  from  badgering 
a  boy  who  has  already  made  up  his 
mind.  This  means  the  school  which  can 
get  a  recruiter  there  early  and  cozen 
the  boy  into  signing  a  sheet  of  paper 
he  may  not  understand  can  concentrate 
elsewhere  without  fear  that  he'll  be 
pirated  away  —  because  he  will  lose  a 
year  of  varsity  eligibility  if  he  changes 
his  mind.  There  is  growing  pressure 
to  make  its  application  universal  by 
adopting  it  as  a  National  Collegiate 
Athletic  Association  dictum. 

2.  Standardization  of  Reward:  "Car- 
rying" a  large  group  of  grid  hopefuls 
is  an  expensive  business,  even  at  a  large 
state  school  where  the  gate  receipts  are 
big  and  tuition  is  relatively  low;  there- 
fore there  is  strong  sentiment  for  a 
standard  work-aid  scale  with  individual 
need  the  governing  factor.  Occasionally 
it  turns  out  that  a  particularly  desirable 
star  has  been  slipped  something  extra 
on  the  side,  but  most  get  no  more  than 
tuition,  books,  non-taxing  part-time  jobs 
that  barely  cover  other  basic  expenses, 
and  usually  summer  jobs  at  which  they 
must  work  hard. 

3.  Exchange  of  Information:  While 
a  coach  might  prefer  to  keep  his  deal- 
ings with  his  own  players  a  secret  from 
his  competitors,  the  only  way  he  can 
find  out  what  the  other  fellows  are 
doing  is  to  trade  reports.  At  the  re- 
cruiting stage  everyone  knows  the  edu- 
cational and  other  qualifications  of  all 
the  prospects  (and  thus  who,  if  any- 
one, is  cheating  on  admissions  stand- 
ards), but  it  doesn't  stop  there  any 
more;  in  several  conferences  each  school 
now  makes  regular  reports  on  every 
player  —  the  aid  he  receives,  if  any,  and 
his  record  of  educational  progress.  Doc- 
toring these  reports  is  possible,  no 
doubt,  but  perilous.  Nowadays  coaches 
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actually  get  fired  for  unethical  practices, 
and  there  are  quieter  and  less  drastic 
penalties  which  aren't  very  agreeable 
either. 

4.  Insulation  of  Athletes:  Today's 
students  have  a  broader  range  of  values, 
and  while  football  is  still  popular,  it's 
several  slots  down  from  the  top  of  the 
list.  Since  football  players  are  students 
too,  they  are  often  influenced  by  the 
attitudes  of  their  peer  group  —  to  the 
detriment  of  athletic  performance;  a 
boy  who  doesn't  consider  football  all- 
important  isn't  likely  to  play  as  well  as 
one  who  does.  So  coaches  seek  ways  of 
screening  their  players  off  from  the 
rest  of  the  student  body.  Such  efforts 
aren't  too  successful  because,  even  when 
it  strains  out  insidious  influences,  isola- 
tion only  emphasizes  the  difference  be- 
tween non-athletes.  This  puts  the  latter 
in  the  position  of  paid  Hessians  whom 
the  rooting  sections  still  cheer  when  the 
team  wins  but  whom  they  are  likely  to 
boo  if  it  plays  poorly. 

5.  Quantitative  Coaching:  Years  ago, 
any  team  that  had  eleven  good  men 
and  three  or  four  capable  substitutes 
had  a  chance  for  a  successful  season. 
Now  only  the  "three  deep"  schools  have 
much  likelihood  of  becoming  big  win- 
ners, and  injuries  have  become  so  com- 
mon that  even  some  of  the  most  power- 
ful squads  are  decimated  by  midseason. 
Hence  a  coach  wants  enough  depth  to 
withstand  attrition  and  still  be  strong 
enough  to  wear  down  the  opposition  in 
the  third  quarter  and  flatten  it  in  the 
fourth.  The  60-minute  player,  formerly 
a  common  species,  is  now  about  as  rare 
as  the  whooping  crane  because  a  fresh 
reserve  is  a  better  risk  than  a  tired  star. 
This  dictates  a  collectives  approach  to 
coaching.  Many  more  players  must  be 
given  the  kind  of  attention  only  the 
first  eleven  used  to  get;  thus  several 
different  types  of  drills  are  conducted 
simultaneously  by  assistant  coaches  who 
are  specialists.  The  head  man  super- 
vises, plans,  delegates,  coordinates.  He 
can't  be  as  directly  and  personally  in- 
volved as  he  used  to  be  because,  under 
present-day  conditions,  if  he  isn't  "a 
good  organizer"  he  isn't  long  for  the 
big  time. 

THESE  ARE  five  of  the  more 
obvious  trends  in  bigtime  college  foot- 
ball. Whether  one  approves  of  them  or 
not,  they  point  in  a  direction  quite 
different  from  that  so  often  decried  by 
the  writers  of  exposes:  standardization 
of  recruiting  tactics  and  aid  policies, 
conservatism,    bureaucracy,    orthodoxy 


—  and  less  rugged  individualism.  The 
Organization  Man  has  found  a  com- 
fortable billet  in  college  football  too; 
in  fact,  he's  running  the  show.  And 
when  he's  through  coaching  he  probably 
won't  have  to  worry  about  a  pay  check. 
Many  coaches  who  have  lost  their  jobs, 
or  tired  of  them,  have  moved  right  into 
big   corporations   at    excellent   salaries. 

Of  course  many  old-time  college  foot- 
ball fans  find  the  game  less  interesting 
than  it  used  to  be,  perhaps  because 
coaches  have  worked  so  diligently  to 
achieve  perfection:  i.e.,  to  eliminate  the 
element  of  chance.  They  seek  to  recruit 
a  manpower  advantage  and  then  play  it 
conservatively,  grinding  it  out  slowly 
in  "four  yards  and  a  cloud  of  dust." 
They  leave  the  pyrotechnics  to  the  pro- 
fessionals. Only  winning  pays  off;  the 
crowds  in  the  home  stadium  will  gladly 
accept  dullness  if  it  means  victory  — 
and  will  reject  "interesting"  football 
when  it's  only  a  synonym  for  losing. 
It  isn't  how  you  play  the  game,  it's 
whether  you  win  or  lose. 

But  whether  one  likes  these  trends  or 
not,  there  has  been  some  improvement 
over  the  past.  In  the  early  '30s  it  was 
possible  for  a  boy  to  be  sweet-talked 
into  attending  college  on  a  football 
grant,  and  while  still  a  freshman,  be 
splattered  all  over  the  field  during  a 
scrimmage  with  the  varsity,  his  football 
usefulness  ended.  Hastily  he  would  be 
rolled  out  of  school  and  left  to  fend  for 
himself  —  alone,  injured,  penniless, 
perhaps  a  thousand  miles  from  home. 
A  little  later,  in  1940,  I  was  myself  in- 
vited to  try  out  for  the  team  of  a  most 
respected  institution,  on  a  sort  of  "free 
enterprise"  or  caveat  emptor  basis:  the 
school  had  no  obligation  to  me  if  I 
failed  to  survive  the  cut  for  any  reason. 
(I  didn't  go.) 

Such  practices  used  to  be  common 
25  years  ago;  now  they  are  blacklisted 
as  unethical  and  illegal,  and  any  institu- 
tion or  coach  caught  in  the  act  is  in  for 
a  penalty  that  will  hurt  for  years.  What- 
ever football's  current  sins  may  be, 
elimination  of  that  kind  of  vulturous 
viciousness  can  only  be  considered 
progress. 

PERHAPS  FOR  ALL  TIME,  the 
balance  of  football  power  has  tipped  in 
favor  of  the  large  tax-supported  institu- 
tions —  especially  those  which  have  not 
yet  had  to  face  the  problem  of  selective 
admissions.  Since  the  public  institutions 
are  public,  representing  entire  states, 
they  have  far  larger  constituencies  to 


support  them  at  all  levels.  Some  private 
schools  have  met  these  new  conditions 
by  withdrawing  from  competition; 
others,  by  forming  their  own  exclusive 
groupings,  e.g.,  the  Ivy  League.  Still 
more  choose  to  battle  it  out  with  the 
behemoths,  scouring  the  entire  United 
States  as  avidly  as  they  compete  for 
National  Merit  Scholars,  seeking  stu- 
dent athletes  who  can  meet  the  compe- 
tition both  on  the  gridiron  and  in  the 
admissions  office,  attempting  at  the 
same  time  to  increase  scholarship  funds 
so  that  more  athletes  can  qualify  for 
aid  on  the  basis  of  academic  merit. 

Maybe  this  is  all  just  a  reflection  of 
the  society  in  which  we  live,  where 
emphasis  is  on  the  final  result  rather 
than  on  how  it  is  obtained,  and  where 
the  greatest  rewards  go  to  bigness, 
organization,  and  collective  effort  — 
not  just  in  business  and  government, 
but  in  our  educational  institutions 
themselves. 

That  doesn't  mean,  though,  that  col- 
lege football  will  eventually  be  played 
only  by  the  mastodons.  While  much  is 
said  about  upgrading  the  caliber  of 
play,  to  all  but  the  most  frenzied  rooters 
the  element  of  doubt  is  more  important. 
There  might  not  be  much  doubt  if 
Ohio  State  played  Princeton,  so  they 
won't  meet.  But  Ohio  State  will  play 
Iowa  and  Wisconsin,  Princeton  will 
play  Dartmouth  and  Yale  —  yes,  and 
Pomona  will  play  Occidental  and  Red- 
lands.  In  each  instance  there  will  be 
people  who  are  interested  not  just  in 
the  outcome  but  in  the  contest  itself  — 
because  the  outcome  will  not  be  a  fore- 
gone conclusion. 

College  football  attendance  is  at  an 
all-time  high,  leading  some  to  contend 
that  competition  from  televised  pro- 
fessional sports  events  need  no  longer 
be  feared.  Actually  the  gains  have  been 
spotty,  going  primarily  to  the  perennial 
bigtime  contenders  —  which  also  have 
the  heaviest  expenses.  At  most  of  them 
football  still  supports  itself,  and  more 
—  and  apparently  it  will  continue  to  do 
so  at  all  institutions  where  ambition 
for  gridiron  glory  doesn't  outrace  reality. 

The  people  who  enjoy  football  will 
continue  to  do  so,  and  will  not  apolo- 
gize for  their  interest.  To  the  intimation 
that  a  schoolboy  game  is  beneath  the 
notice  of  an  educated  man  they  will 
counter  that  recreation  is  a  basic  need 
for  all;  that  some  people  find  it  in  foot- 
ball —  and  others,  perhaps,  in  attempt- 
ing to  dictate  the  interests  of  their 
neighbors. 
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As  to  the  perennial  charge  that 
alumni  pressure  is  to  blame  for  all  of 
football's  sins,  remember  that  the 
season-long  sellouts  which  create  pres- 
sure to  win  at  all  costs  are  not  possible 
when  interest  is  confined  to  alumni  — 
and  that  schools  where  only  the  alumni 
are  interested  usually  have  a  pretty  safe 
and  sane  football  program. 

BUT  WHETHER  college  football  is 
bigtime  or  penny  ante,  critics  there  are 
and  will  continue  to  be  —  many  garbed 
in  colorful  academic  hoods.  For  every 
professor  or  administrator  who  hates 
the  sport,  however,  there  is  at  least  one 
who  loves  it.  Lest  we  forget,  the  Ohio 
State  faculty  turned  thumbs  down  not 
on  football  but  on  extending  competi- 
tion all  the  way  to  New  Year's  Day  — 
and  then  only  by  one  vote.  Probably 
more  typical  of  professional  attitudes 
than  the  occasional,  well-publicized 
academician's  diatribe  is  a  recent  faculty 
referendum  at  the  University  of 
Oregon,  where  70.8  percent  voted  in 
favor  of  the  present  athletic  program. 

Says  Frederick  G.  Marcham,  Goldwin 
Smith  Professor  of  English  History  at 
Cornell  and  that  institution's  repre- 
sentative on  an  Ivy  League  committee 
to  study  and  report  on  sports  problems: 
"Athletics  have  been  a  big  part  of 
Cornell.  The  athletes  have  contributed 
much  to  student  life.  More  and  more 
of  them  go  on  to  distinguished  careers 
in  the  graduate  schools.  .  .  . 


"WE  NEED  ATHLETICS.  If  Cornell 
did  not  have  its  large  and  diversified 
athletic  program  and  its  fine  intramural 
program,  the  character  of  the  under- 
graduate group  would  change  de- 
cisively. What  it  would  be  like  in  this 
secluded  community,  I  can't  imagine." 
On  every  campus  where  college  foot- 
ball is  played  one  can  find  lots  of 
scholars  who  agree  with  Professor 
Marcham.  Of  course  each  program 
must  be  individually  tailored  to  fit  the 
needs  and  resources  of  its  own  institu- 
tion (including  the  interest  level  of  the 
school's  constituency);  no  college  has 
any  obligation  to  divert  educational 
funds  to  the  support  of  fun  and  games 
for  the  alumni  and  general  public.  But 
as  long  as  football  can  support  itself, 
as  long  as  students  retain  interest  in  it 
as  a  valued  extracurricular  activity,  and 
as  long  as  it  doesn't  become  too  perilous 
to  the  participants  —  none  of  which 
will  happen  with  proper  management 
—  college  football  will  survive.

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HEAD  COACH  JIM  MILLER-launching  his  third  year 
at  B.  C.  looks  for  another  winning  season  to  follow 
his  8-2   and   6-3    records  the   past  two   years. 


JUST  a  few  days  ago,  Tuesday,  September  1  to  be  exact, 
James  Howard  Miller  launched  his  third  season  as  head 
coach  of  football  at  Boston  College. 

The  affable,  cigar-smoking  mentor  from  Massillon  wel- 
comed 80  candidates  to  the  first  practice  session.  Aided  by 
his  capable  staff,  he  immediately  began  to  make  use  of 
every  valuable  minute  to  prepare  for  the  opener  against 
the  perennial  powerhouse,  Syracuse  University  on  Septem- 
ber 19. 

Jim  was  pleased  with  the  superb  physical  condition  in 
which  these  young  student-athletes  reported. 

Coach  Miller  met  with  the  Boston  sportswriters  at  a  press 
luncheon  on  opening  day  and  the  following  is  taken  from 
his  remarks  concerning  his  outlook  for  the  1964  season. 
"Boston  College  will  be  a  stronger  team  physically  this 
season  especially  in  the  line.  We  will  have  more  team  speed 
and  will  be  more  aggressive.  I  don't  expect  any  opponent 
on  our  1964  schedule  to  have  an  easy  time  with  us.  If  we 
answer  the  chronic  problem  of  depth  we  will  definitely 
win  our  share  .  .  . 

Our  greatest  concern  is  to  select  the  right  replacement  at 
quarterback  for  Jack  Concannon.  We  don't  expect  to  come 
up  with  another  "Concannon"  right  away,  but  we  do  have 
three  or  four  boys  fighting  for  the  job  and  honestly,  any 
one  of  them  will  be  a  more  than  adequate  replacement. 
Right  now  Ed  Foley,  6  ft.,  185  pound  junior  out  of  Woburn 
is  running  number  one  based  on  his  excellent  Spring  show- 
ing. But  senior  Steve  Murray,  junior  Larry  Marzetti,  and 
senior  Jack  Daly  are  still  very  much  in  the  running. 

B.C.  will  have  good  speed,  experience  and  depth  at  both 
halfback  positions  and  at  fullback.  The  offensive  and  de- 
fensive backfield  are  definitely  among  our  strongest  areas. 
Our  end  squad  will  be  another  strong  area  headed  by  Capt. 
Bill  Cronin  and  Jim  Whalen  forming  what  I  call  the  finest 
pair  of  ends  in  college  football. 

The  tackle  situation  will  be  improved  over  last  season 
with  four  experienced  boys  on  either  side  backed  up  by  a 
few  sophomores  with  excellent  size,  speed  and  that  physical 
strength  necessary  at  tackle.

We  are  somewhat  concerned  about  our  centers — there's 
not  much  experience  here.
